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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or 
described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country, before the 
invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published 
. under section 122 (b) , by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the 
United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 

3, Claims 35-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Tada et al . WO98/27021 (translated in US 
6,379,776) . 

Regarding claim 35, Tada x 776 discloses a method for making 
titania (see column 2, lines 48-50) comprising hydrolyzing a 
titanium compound (see column 6, lines 47-65 and Embodiments 2- 
3), and further reacting with water at 10 degrees Celsius to 
boiling point to form an anatase titania coating (see column 8, 
lines 28-38 and column 14, lines . 39-45) ; and forming a sol-gel 
containing metal oxide fine particles and a hydrolysable, 
condensable, polymer izable, organometallic compound (column 5, 
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lines 57-63) . Tada further discloses the sol-gel method (see 
abstract, column 4, and Examples), which would inherently 
involve a solution containing the hydrolyzed titanium compound. 

Regarding claims 36-37 and 45, Tada ^776 discloses titanium 
tetraisopropoxide (see column 14, lines 25-32) . 

Regarding claim 38, Tada x 776 discloses further reacting 
with water at 10 degrees Celsius to boiling point. 

Regarding claim 39-40, Tada x 776 discloses doping with a 
fluorine compound (see column 5, lines 6-17) to produce a 
photocatalytic film (see column 4, lines 29-30) . 

Regarding claims 41-44, Tada '776 discloses an anatase 
titania coating (see column 8, lines 28-38 and column 14, lines 
39-45) and a photocatalytic film (see column 4, lines 29-30) . 

Regarding claims 45-46, Tada .'776 discloses polyethylene 
glycol coating liquid (see column 9, lines 16-21) . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 35-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Reiny A 884. 

Regarding claim 35, Remy x 884 discloses a process for 
producing titanium oxide comprising hydrolyzing a titanium 
compound (see column 3, lines 1-38) and heating the mixture, 
which contains water (see column 3, lines 30-31) at 80-100 
degrees Celsius followed by drying (see column 3, lines 39-46), 
to produce anatase titania (see column 3, lines 54-59) . 

Remy *884 fails to specifically disclose the organic 
polymer in the solution and forming the gel film on the 
substrate. 

It is considered that it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
incorporate a water-soluble organic polymer into the solution in 
the process of Remy x 884 because Remy '884 discloses 
incorporation of an organic polymer (see column 5, lines 13-29) 
when the composition is in aqueous form or solution (see column 
4, lines 35-39) . Remy x 884 further discloses synthesis from 
titanium alkoxide (see column 10, lines 55-56) . 

Regarding claims 36-37 and 41-44, Remy x 884 discloses 
synthesis from titanium alkoxide (see column 10, lines 55-56) . 

Regarding claims 38-39, Remy x 884 discloses heating the 
mixture, which contains water (see column 3, lines 30-31) at 80-

100 degrees Celsius to produce iron doped titanium oxide (see 
Example 1) . 

Regarding claim 40, it is considered that it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to form a gel film on a substrate to produce 
a film in the process of Remy x 884 because Remy x 884 discloses 
forming a film and solubility on a support (see column 4, lines 
28-37 and column 5, lines 60-64) . 

Regarding claims 45-46 Remy x 884 discloses polyethylene 
glycol (see column 4, lines 47-51) . 

Response to Arguments 
6. Applicant's arguments filed 7/7/05 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 45-46 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground (s) of 
rejection. 

It is argued that in Embodiment 2 of Tada... an organic 
polymer. This is not persuasive because Tada discloses the sol- 
gel method and polyethylene glycol (see above) . 

It is argued that nor is it clear that anatase titania is 
produced in Tada. This is not persuasive because an anatase 
titania coating (see column 8, lines 28-38 and column 14, lines 
39-45) and a photocatalytic film (see column 4, lines 29-30) . 
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It is argued that Remy employs an aqueous solution of... in 
Example 1. This is not persuasive because Remy discloses 
polyethylene glycol and a hydrolyzing a titanium gel (see above 
and claims 35-36) .
